Call for owners to take 
action over derelict pub

UNCERTAINTY still surrounds the 
future of a derelict Haverhill pub, 
with the owners being urged to 
take action. 

The Vixen, in the town’s Strasbourg 
Square, has stood empty for years. 

A change of use application, to 
transform the former pub into a 
funeral parlour and mortuary, 
entered by directors R Gwinnell & 
Sons, was withdrawn in October 
2012 . 

Planning permission is not 


required to change the use of the 
building to a funeral parlour - and 
separate permission was later 
granted for building alterations 
including the creation of gable ends, 
a new entrance door and screen. 

But no work has been done. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, said: “If 
they have given up on the idea, they 
should put it on the market. 

“It’s not acceptable to leave the 
place in ruin.” 

There is also “official pressure” on 
the business, Mr Poole added, and 
they have been given a certain

amount of time to make the build¬ 
ing safe. 

Windows have been smashed, the 


brickwork has been drawn on, and 
litter has been left on the site. 

Mr Poole said: “The place is an 
eyesore and it brings the area down, 
and it seems a most peculiar way for 
a funeral directors to behave.” 

Despite numerous attempts by the 
Weekly News, no one from R 
Gwinnell & Sons was available for 
comment. 

In Newmarket, Forest Heath 
District Council is in discussions 
with the owners of Queensbury 
Lodge, a former racing yard which 
has been empty for more than 20 


years. The council has said it would 
put a compulsory purchase order on 
the building as a last resort, if it and 
the owners cannot reach an agree¬ 
ment. 

A spokesman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council said: “We would 
always encourage dialogue with the 
owners and the council’s planning 
department. 

“In terms of a compulsory pur¬ 
chase order-we are not considering 
one at the moment [for the Vixen] 
and we would only do so when all 
else fails.”

TOWN councillors are 
not supporting plans 
for 15 flats in Haverhill. 

The application, on 
behalf of Havebury 
Housing Partnership, 
has been resubmitted 
by Prime Crest Homes 
Ltd. 

Robert Crawford, of 
Prime Crest, attended a 
town council planning 
meeting on Tuesday, to 
present the application 
and answer questions. 

If approved, the 
homes would be built 
on Anglian Place, 
Burton End. 

Speaking at the 
meeting, Mr Crawford 
said: “Comments made 
on the original 
application have been 
taken into account in 
our redesign.” 

The application is 
being supported by the 
borough council’s 
strategy and enabling 
officer, he added. 

There are 15 parking 
spaces proposed for the 
site. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy 
said residents living in 
the area are concerned 
about the development, 
which will be “slap 
bang in the middle of 
all of the houses”. 

The council objected 
on the grounds that the 
new homes would have 
an impact on traffic in 
the area, and would 
overlook existing 
properties. 

Cllr Ernie Goody 
proposed that 
councillors support the 
application - but 
nobody seconded his 
motion. 

He said: “I know there 
are traffic problems up 
there but I don’t think 
there’s a lot we can do 
about it and we do need 
these houses and many 
people in the town are 
waiting for this type of 
thing, and I think, all 
things considered, it’s a 
good job done.” 

Cllr Pat Hanlon 
objected, and was 
seconded by Cllr Phillip 
French.

leaders slam A-board 
proposals for borough

BUSINESSES are urging the 
council to find other ways of 
“de-cluttering” Haverhill town 
centre. 

Last week, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council revealed pro¬ 
posals to introduce a system of 
enforcement regarding the dis¬ 
play of posters, illuminated 
signs or A-boards - meaning 
businesses would need to apply 
for planning consent to have 
them. 

But some shops on Haverhill 
High Street have hailed the pro¬ 
posals as unfair - and just 
“something else they would 
have to worry about”. 

Simon Rush and David K, who 
both work at the town’s branch 
of Hughes, said the business 
relied on the A-board for adver¬ 
tising. 

Mr Rush said: “This is another 
thing that could stop small busi¬ 
nesses from coming to Haverhill. 

“Small, independent shops rely 
on adverts - people don’t just 
walk into shops. It would be a 
stupid idea to start doing that.” 

The employee also voiced his 
concerns about motorists who 
parked on the High Street path, 
blocking the entrances to shops. 

Raising the kerb along the 



High Street would discourage 
people from parking there, he 
said. 

The borough council said the 
proposals would recognise the 
needs of businesses alongside 
safety risks posed by cluttered 
shopping areas. 

The changes would also make 
areas safer for wheelchair users, 
parents with pushchairs and 
shoppers with visual impair¬ 
ments. 

A council spokesman con¬ 
firmed that there would be a 


charge for submitting a plan¬ 
ning application for a board - 
but that the borough was just 
abiding by the law as businesses 
should already have been pay¬ 
ing for the boards. 

Blooming Lovely, which is 
located just off the High Street in 
Gurteen’s yard, uses an A-board 
to direct customers to the shop. 

Amanda Stafford, owner, said: 
“We do really need it because we 
are just off the High Street. 

“Most people know where we 
are but we get a lot of people who 


come from out of town and spot 
us immediately. 

“Even for shops on the High 
Street - people spot the A-board 
before the shop.” 

Magic Touch said they would 
apply for permission to use their 
A-board, but did not think it was 
right that they had to pay, while 
Chapman & Son said they “paid 
enough” to be in a prime loca¬ 
tion and “should not have to pay 
any more”. 

Sam Clark, owner of American 
diner Route 66, said he would no 
longer use an A-board outside 
the restaurant as his rates were 
“expensive”. 

He added: “As long as there’s 
enough room for wheelchair 
users, mobility scooters to get 
through I don’t see the problem 
with the boards being there.” 

A report on the proposal was 
recommended for approval by 
the Overview and Scrutiny 
Committee yesterday. 

The council will now consult 
with ONE Haverhill, 
OurBuryStEdmunds and other 
trade associations before seek¬ 
ing cabinet approval. 

Any change would not be 
implemented until spring 2015.

Suffolk County Council 
Highways and the county’s 
Ramblers group have not 
objected to the plans.

‘Poogate’: ‘dog 
walkers need 
to be educated’ 


ONLY one dog walker has 
been fined for not cleaning 
up poo across the whole of St 
Edmundsbury since 2011. 

St Edmundbsury Borough 
Council stopped employing 
dog wardens some three 
years ago, it has confirmed, 
and instead now focuses on 
educating people on the right 
way to behave. 

Some residents have agreed 
that educating people is a 
positive step - but calls are 
being made for the council to 
do more. 

Vanessa Boulton, of 
Grenadier Road, has stopped 
walking her dog in certain 
areas of town because they 
are so “disgusting”. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, she said: “I won’t even 
walk my dog around the 
Flood Park any more. 

“I have witnessed people 
stand there while their dogs 
are doing their poos and walk 
off and leave it there. 

“They wouldn’t leave it on 
their carpet, would they?”

According to council fig¬ 
ures, there are 70 dog bins in 
and around the Haverhill 
area, and more than 200 litter 
bins. 

They are six dog bins and 
nine litter bins around Burton 
End School alone. There are 
four dog bins covering the 
exit to the Clements Playing 
Field. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Haverhill has more dog bins 
per head than Bury St 
Edmunds with a larger popu¬ 
lation, not to mention that 
any general litter bin can be 
used for getting rid of bagged 
dog mess or the bin which we 
all have at home for our gen¬ 
eral waste. 

“There is no stipulation for a 
council to provide dog bins 
and many do not.” 

Sue Claydon, of Arrendene 
Road, said more care should 
be taken to clean up around 
the town’s primary schools. 


Mrs Claydon, 57, said: 
“Where there’s children it can 
be a real problem. 

“Children run, and they are 
not interested in where they 
are going. It’s about persuad¬ 
ing people to clean up after 
their dogs.” 

The sole prosecution in the 
borough was brought thanks 
to witnesses producing evi¬ 
dence. It took place in Clare, 
the council said. 

The council spokesman 
added: “There were relatively 
few fines issued before this, 
as it is difficult to obtain evi¬ 
dence and is very resource¬ 
intensive. 

“Instead we have worked to 
make sure that there are a 
sufficient number of dog bins 
and signs in locations used by 
dog walkers, and that these 
bins are emptied regularly, in 
addition to our inspections 
and cleansing of areas on a 
regular basis.” 

The onus is on dog walkers 
to take “social responsibility” 
for their animals, he added.

HAVING read your report on the 
front page of the Weekly News, I 
had to send a reply regarding my 
experience. 

Last year I took up the whole 
problem of dog fouling and the 
irresponsible owners with St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

I take my grandson to the New 
Cangle School from my home in 
Arrendene Road several times a 
week.

CONCERNS about prison¬ 
ers with mental health 
issues, the handling of 
property and a lack of 
counselling have been 
revealed in an independ¬ 
ent report into Highpoint 
Prison. 

The report, carried out by 
the Independent Mon¬ 
itoring Board, covers the 
period from January until 
December 31 last year. It 
was published this month. 

It ruled that the prison, 
which is in Stradishall, just 
outside Haverhill, is still 
meeting most of its targets 
- but is not now at the 
standard it was at the 
beginning of 2013. 

Amongst concerns were 
the “lack of progress” in 
identifying mental health 
problems early into sen¬ 
tencing, prisoners’ prop¬ 
erty going missing during 
transportation and that 
there is “no process in 
place for identifying clini¬ 
cal need for counselling 
and no facilities in place to 
provide it”. 


While the report praised 
the prison’s staff for work¬ 
ing well in “sometimes dif¬ 
ficult” conditions, it said 
that further financial con¬ 
straints might impact the 
prisoners. 

It said: “[The board] 
questions whether 
Highpoint can continue to 
function without prison¬ 
ers facing longer times in 


cells, which will only add 
to their frustration, ulti¬ 
mately having a negative 
impact on the safety and 
decency of the establish¬ 
ment, and for prisoners 
and staff.” 

According to the report, 
the category C prison has a 
population of more than 
1,300. 

A new governor was 


appointed in October last 
year. 

The report said: “With 
the senior management 
team, he has implemented 
many positive changes 
including extensive works 
on the grounds and within 
the residential units.”

P at Cambridge Junction,

1 Describe your sound or style in a 
nutshell. 

(Lewis) In a nutshell we're an indie folk 
group. I don't know how else to describe our 
music. 

2 Talk me through the band members: 
what do they do and what are they like? 

(Lewis) I'm the lead vocalist, and I'm also 
one of the two songwriters in the band. 

(Charlie) I play guitar and I write the lead 
guitar parts. 

(Will) I play acoustic guitar and I do 
harmonies and write part of the songs. Lewis, 
Charlie and I collectively do most of the 
songwriting together. Then there's the bass 
player, Craig, who couldn't be with us today.

We've not yet actually gone 
on a staycation, except I guess when we 
went to Brighton to record. 

4 Town or gown? Mill Road or King’s 
Parade? 

Town, I think. We're all born and bred 
Cambridge - born in the Rosie! We'd choose 


Mill Road over King's Parade - I love its 
cultural diversity. 

5 Where should someone who’s not heard 
you before start? 

Go and 'like' our Facebook page, we 
do lots of interactions there, and we use 
it to let people know about our gigs. 

We also have a soundcloud page with 
all our material on it: soundcloud.com/ 
thestaycations. The best track to start 
with would be Dearest. 

6 Best local show? 

That would have to be our gig at J1 at 
the Junction last week. It was phenomenal. 
We had a turnout of 750 people - so we 
nearly managed to sell the venue out! It 
was one of the best gigs we've ever played. 
People were dancing and jumping and 
crowdsurfing. It was probably our biggest 
show too. 


7 Where next for the band? 

Early next year we're intending to record 
a second EFJ maybe in Brighton again. 

8 When is your next Cambridge show? 

We've got another Junction gig on 
December 19, playing with four 
other bands as part of the Junction Fiver 
night. Pay a fiver and see five bands. 

9 Who is your musical hero or heroine? 

I think we would all say Ben Howard, 
Two Door Cinema Club, The 1975. But we do 
like all kinds of music really.
